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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The proposed amendments raise new issues that 
would require further search and consideration. Applicants have submitted proposed claim amendments that add further limitations to the 
production method, now "without the addition of acids or alkalines". Applicants similarly amended the specification to add support for the 
treatment process "without acids and alkalines". Applicants believe the limitation in claim 1 - "without acids or lyes" - was an error, 
stemming from an incorrect translation of the German priority document. Such amendments, with appropriate support, are believed to 
overcome the rejection based on the Rickard reference but the new limitations to the process require further search and consideration 
before the claims are deemed to be allowable or not. For these reasons the claims will not be entered. 
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
